TO  CARE,  TO  LISTEN 

In  recent  months,  concern  over  the  quality  of 
worship  in  our  Meeting  has  reared  its  ugly  head. 
It  is  widely  discussed  in  Ministry  and  Counsel. 
It  has  been  broached  and  sometimes  threshed 
over  at  Talking  Sessions.  Offenders  have  been 
eldered  at  Meeting  for  Worship.  Both  saint  and 
sinner  fidget  during  Meeting  and  become  captious 
afterwards.  Worship  period  has  not  met  our 
needs. 

I believe  this  concern  is  most  often  precipi- 
tated either  when  vocal  ministry  is  directed  to 
the  mundane,  or  when  someone  expounds  emotion- 
ally and  at  length.  In  each  instance,  instead  of 
dismissing  it  as  “someone  else’s  fault,”  l won- 
der if  we  might  not  look  to  ourselves  for  the 
answers  of  improvement. 

The  communion  of  silent  worship  is  an  oner- 
ous one.  It  bespeaks  great  self-discipline,  a 
quiet  waiting,  and  a readiness  to  hear  what 
comes  from  both.  In  its  purest  form  it  can  be  a 


mystical  experience.  If  we  interject  the  banal 
when  we  rise  to  speak,  we  lessen  the  chances 
of  a supra-natural  experience.  We  all  err  in  this, 
for  the  world  is  too  much  with  us. 

But  it  is  with  the  second  problem  that  I am 
most  concerned.  Friends  have  affirmed  from  the 
beginning  that  each  of  us  is  a potential  minister 
of  the  Light  and  when  led  to  speak,  we  have  in 
silent  meeting  an  open  forum  and  a captive 
audience.  Who  most  readily  takes  advantage? 
Those  who  are  most  vocal.  We  can  all  admit  to 
errors  of  verbal  indiscretion,  but  I would  here 
plead  for  understanding  and  patience  with  those 
who  have  been  accepted  into  Meeting  member- 
ship, who  are  notable  talkers  and  apt  at  emo- 
tional ministry. 

Once  having  accepted  these  into  membership 
— and  we  accept  for  better  or  for  worse  — it 
seems  to  me  an  individual  and  collective  obli- 
gation that  Meeting  care  for  the  talkers.  Let  us 
admit  that  they  are  not  discreet  in  waiting  pa- 
tiently on  the  Lord.  Are  we?  How  many  of  us 
have  the  moral  strength  to  open  our  minds  and 
hearts  to  art  emotional  outpress?  No,  it  is  far 
easier  to  criticize  the  fact.  Indeed,  most  often 
we  close  our  ears  whenever  our  “pet  peeve” 
rises  to  speak.  (It  might  be  interesting  to  listen 
to  a gem  of  wisdom  as  it  comes  from  a disturbed 
personality.) 

If  we  are  not  ready  to  listen,  the  fault  lies 
with  us.  If  we  are  not  strong  enough  as  a Meeting 
to  accept  another  “talker,”  we  must  be  honest 
with  ourselves  and  say  so.  Membership  declined. 
But  once  having  accepted  a member,  we  must 
care  enough  to  help  bear  his  burden,  even  though 
it  consists  of  repeated  vocal  ministry  and  we’ve 
heard  that  song  before. 

I have  a hunch  that  we  would  speak  less  of 
the  aridity  of  First  Day  worship  were  we  to  face 
up  to  our  own  lacks.  To  care,  to  listen  are  car- 
dinal prerequisites  for  any  meaningful  experi- 
ence, and  out  of  them  comes  love.  Meetings  for 
Worship  will  become  meaningful  only  when  we, 
as  individuals,  exercise  the  virtue  of  forbear- 
ance, inherent  in  each  of  us.

Orange  Grove  Meeting 
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MISSISSIPPI  PROJECT,  II 

During  the  month  of  October  a group  of  four 
men  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Social  Order  Committee  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  visited  Mississippi  to 
help  in  the  rebuilding  of  Negro  churches.  Some 
35  churches  were  burned  last  summer  in  a reac- 
tion to  the  civil  rights  activities  in  that  state, 
and  the  violence  and  destruction  are  still  going 
on.  John  Levy  (San  Francisco  Meeting)  arrived 
in  Jackson  on  October  9 to  investigate  the  situ- 
ation and  determine  whether  concerned  people 
should  make  a brief  visit  for  this  purpose.  Since 
it  did  seem  worthwhile,  he  was  joined  a week 
later  by  Trevor  Thomas  of  Berkeley,  Louis  Sloss 
of  Menlo  Park,  and  Francis  Geddes  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  four  remained  in  Mississippi  until 
October  26. 

Their  work  was  directed  by  Lawrence  Scott, 
who  has  been  sent  to  the  state  for  six  months  by 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meetings,  to 
coordinate  Friends’  activities  there.  Larry  Scott 
is  working  closely  with  the  Committee  of  Con- 
cern, an  inter-denominational,  inter-racial  group 
of  Mississippi  religious  leaders,  formed  to  deal 
with  the  problem  of  church  rebuilding.  The  Com- 
mittee is  raising  money  and  cooperating  in  the 
work  to  be  done,  in  such  a way  as  to  enhance 
relationships  between  the  races  and  to  help 
break  the  patterns  of  segregation  and  paternalism 
which  infect  the  South. 

The  California  group  visited  the  sites  of 
burned  churches,  talking  with  the  deacons  and 
ministers  involved  and  gathering  data  to  help 
the  Committee  of  Concern  to  make  decisions  and 
go  ahead  with  the  work.  In  addition,  some  worth- 
while efforts  were  made  in  interpreting  to  both 
white  and  Negro  people  the  purposes  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Concern,  and  in  helping  to  facilitate 
communication  between  races.  We  also  tried  to 
explain  what  there  is  in  the  Quaker  faith  that 
brings  Friends  to  be  involved  in  such  activities. 

An  example  of  the  reconciling  opportunities 
that  are  uniquely  open  to  “outsiders”  occurred 
in  a rural  area  near  Jackson.  Larry  Scott  and  one 
of  the  California  volunteers  discovered  a climate 
of  hostility  and  suspicion  toward  the  Committee 
of  Concern  in  this  area,  which  was  so  intense 
that  it  appeared  no  work  could  be  done  on  the 
churches  which  had  been  burned  locally.  In  talk- 
ing with  the  Negro  minister  who  was  chairman  of 
the  civil  rights  movement  in  the  county,  they 
discovered  that  he  had  never  been  able  to  talk 
face  to  face  with  white  religious  leaders,  and  on 
the  basis  of  his  experience  distrusted  the  whole 
endeavor.  A meeting  was  arranged  between  this 
man  and  some  of  the  church  leaders  on  the  Com- 
mittee, and  after  an  hour  or  so  of  very  frank 
exchanges,  the  mood  of  suspicion  was  largely 


allayed,  and  cooperative  work  could  go  forward 
in  good  spirit.  The  barriers  to  communication 
in  Mississippi  at  this  time  are  such  that  a meet- 
ing like  this  probably  could  not  have  taken  place 
without  the  intervention  of  “outsiders.” 

Working  under  the  supervision  of  Bob  Swann, 
a former  builder  from  Connecticut,  the  group 
helped  church  members  to  build  facilities  at  two 
burned  church  sites.  At  the  Pleasant  Grove 
Baptist  Church  (about  20  families),  near  Brandon, 
a 16’x32’  tent  was  purchased  and  erected  on  a 
wooden  platform,  to  serve  as  a temporary  place 
for  worship  until  the  congregation,  with  Commit- 
tee assistance,  is  able  to  build  a permanent 
church.  The  platform,  built  in  sections,  can  be 
moved  to  another  location  when  it  is  no  longer 
needed  there.  At  the  Cedar  Grove  Baptist  Church, 
near  Canton,  a 16’x32’  wooden  building  was 
erected,  with  composition  siding.  It  will  be  used 
as  a church  for  the  time  being,  and  later  as  an 
auxiliary  building  for  meetings  and  social  ac- 
tivities. 

In  both  cases,  working  with  the  church  mem- 
bers seemed  as  important  as  the  results.  The 
California  visitors  were  aware  of  the  coming  of 
a new  era  to  the  South,  as  Negroes  and  whites 
begin  to  work  alongside  one  another  and  to  face 
each  other  as  equals.  The  courage  and  dignity 
evidenced  by  some  of  the  Negroes  as  they 
struggle  toward  freedom  provided  an  inspiration 
which  will  not  be  forgotten. 

If  New  York  and  Philadelphia  Friends  ap- 
prove, Larry  Scott  will  have  Friends  take  respon- 
sibility for  rebuilding  three  churches:  the  two  on 
which  the  California  group  worked,  plus  the 
Christian  Union  Baptist  Church  at  Tougalou. 
He  hopes  to  have  Bob  Swann  to  serve  as  fore- 
man, supervising  crews  of  church  members,  local 
volunteers,  Friends  and  other  volunteers  from 
outside  the  state,  and  local  labor  as  needed. 

Money  is  needed  to  support  Larry  Scott  and 
Bob  Swann,  as  well  as  to  buy  the  materials  and 
pay  the  costs  of  building  the  churches.  While 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meetings  have 
assumed  responsibility  for  Friends’  activities  in 
Mississippi,  they  will  need  to  rely  on  support 
from  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Friends  and  others. 
At  present  we  are  committed  for  $640  for  the 
materials  in  the  Cedar  Grove  building,  and  about 
$450  to  cover  the  expenses  of  Herb  Foster’s  trip 
of  last  August  and  of  the  four  who  were  there  in 
October.  Additional  funds  will  help  cover  the 
costs  of  work  now  going  on,  and  make  possible 
visits  from  other  work  teams  from  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting.

COMMENTARY  ON  MISSISSIPPI 

The  pas  sages  below  are  excerpted  from  Ross  Flana- 
gan's detailed  report  on  the  situation  in  Mis sissippi,  and 
are  included  to  indicate  some  of  the  background  thinking  on 
questions  which  have  arisen  concerning  the  burned  churches 
and  Friends’  work  in  the  state.  Those  who  wish  mimeo- 
graphed copies  of  the  complete  13-page  report  may  write  to 
Ross  at  218  E.  18th  Street , New  York,  N.  Y. 

Why  should  the  churches  he  rebuilt? 

Many  Friends  have  asked  why  we  should  help 
to  rebuild  Negro  churches,  when  to  rebuild  them 
is  to  perpetuate  a segregated  institution.  Others 
have  questioned  whether  the  churches  burned 
were  all  that  important  to  the  Negro  community 
and  whether  it  wouldn’t  make  more  sense  to  put 
the  money  and  effort  into  building  community 
centers  or  some  other  phase  of  the  Civil  Rights 
program. 

I believe  the  basic  answer  to  both  these 
questions  is  that  the  destruction  of  these  church- 
es was  generally  viewed  by  the  congregations 
as  a deep  personal  loss.  Today  and  tomorrow 
the  church  seems  likely  to  remain  the  central 
focus  of  activity  and  the  major  source  of  inspi- 
ration in  the  life  of  the  rural  Mississippi  Negro. 

As  for  the  argument  about  perpetuating  segre- 
gation, 1 think  it  must  be  recognized  that  in  most 
areas  of  Mississippi,  desegregation  of  church 
services  is  not  likely  to  become  a significant 
reality  for  the  next  ten  to  fifteen  years.  To  fail 
to  rebuild  churches  for  these  congregations  is 
thus  to  deny  them  the  opportunity  for  worship. 
And  to  suggest  that  we  utilize  the  occasion  of 
their  misfortune  to  urge  them  to  challenge  church 
segregation  would  seem  to  me  the  gravest  sort  of 
injustice  and  Northern  liberal  presumption. 

Finally,  it  must  be  said  that,  just  as  the  most 
important  thing  about  the  destruction  of  the 
churches  was  not  their  physical  loss  but  the 
manner  and  fact  of  their  destruction,  likewise 
the  most  important  thing  about  their  reconstruc- 
tion is  not  the  buildings  replaced,  but  the  man- 
ner and  fact  of  their  restoration.  Seen  in  this 
light,  the  importance  of  reconstruction  rests 
primarily  in  its  restoration  of  Negro  dignity  and 
the  opportunity  which  a cooperative  building 
program  may  provide  for  bringing  the  white  and 
Negro  communities  into  more  meaningful  rela- 
tionship. 


What  is  the  specific  role  of  Friends? 

Most  of  the  outside  groups  which  are  con- 
cerned to  help  stimulate  change  in  Mississippi 
seem  to  end  up  either  lending  their  assistance 
to  the  political,  social  and  economic  revolution 
against  oppression  which  is  being  carried  for- 
ward by  the  Negro  community,  or  ministering  to 
the  moral  and  spiritual  revolution  against  racism 
which  is  taking  place  in  the  white  community. 
They  find  it  understandably  difficult  to  straddle 
the  fence  and  meet  the  tests  of  loyalty  demanded 
by  both  sides.  But  the  almost  inevitable  result 
of  their  choice  of  one  or  the  other  is  a further 
breakdown  between  the  two  groups.  They  become 
further  and  further  removed  from  any  interest  in 
or  understanding  of  each  other’s  problems,  and 
more  and  more  convinced  of  their  ability  to  go  it 
ajone  and  complete  their  respective  revolutions 
without  reference  to  the  other  community  or  any- 
one else. 

Friends’  role  in  all  of  this  is,  I believe,  to 
try  to  bring  both  groups  to  an  understanding  of 
the  urgent  necessity  for  abandoning  this  point  of 
view.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  we  can  best  do  by 
remaining  alert  to  opportunities  such  as  coopera- 
tive work  camps  through  which  the  white  and 
Negro  communities  can  find  the  occasion  to 
inter-relate  and  develop  a deeper  appreciation  of 
one  another’s  problems.

FRIEND  IN  WASHINGTON 

A decision  on  whether  to  “escalate”  the  war 
in  Vietnam  — presumably  bringing  this  nation 
nearer  to  the  brink  of  all-out  war  with  Communist 
China  — is  reported  near  in  Washington. 

Closely  linked  to  the  Vietnam  problem  is  this 
government’s  attitude  toward  the  government  of 
mainland  China,  a review  of  which  the  AFSC  and 
the  FCNL  are  currently  seeking. 

At  this  critical  juncture  it  is  vital  to  resume 
the  Friend  in  Washington  program,  in  order  to 
give  Friends  the  fullest  possible  representation 
in  the  nation’s  capital.  The  FCNL  has  suggested 
that  the  Friend  in  Washington  concentrate  his 
efforts  on  interviewing  members  of  Congress  on 
various  aspects  of  the  China  question. 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  has,  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  Friend  in  Washington,  supplied  much 
of  the  personnel  and  financial  support  for  the 
program;  and  the  1964  Yearly  Meeting  again  laid 
upon  its  members  the  responsibility  of  continuing 
this  important  work. 

Meetings  and  individual  Friends  are  urged  to 
send  sacrificial  contributions  through  either 
James  Estes  (2917  Ashby,  Berkeley  5,  Calif.) 
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or  PYM  Treasurer  Robert  Young.  Meetings  pre- 
paring budgets  are  urged  to  plan  as  heavy  sup- 
port of  the  Friend  in  Washington  as  possible.  In 
order  to  plan  effectively  for  the  program,  it  would 
be  very  helpful  if  Friends  would  send  estimates 
of  their  proposed  contributions  to  James  Estes.

CONSCIENTIOUS  OBJECTOR  CASES.  On  November  9,  the 
U.  S.  Supreme  Court  heard  the  conscientious  objection  cases 
of  Dan  Seeger,  Britt  Peter,  and  Arno  Jacobson,  revolving 
around  the  controversial  "Supreme  Being”  clause  of  the 
Selective  Service  Act.  All  three  claimed  a violation  of  the 
First  and  Fourth  Amendments  by  judging  the  nature  and 
value  of  a man's  religion.  Jacobson  and  Peter  also  main- 
tained that  their  positions  were  essentially  religious,  the 
source  of  their  belief  deriving  from  manifestations  in  the 
universe  rather  than  through  personal  relationships  with  a 
Supreme  Being.  The  Seeger  and  Jacobson  cases  were  up- 
held in  New  York,  but  Peter's  case,  heard  in  California,  lost. 

Although  Britt  Peter's  lawyers  are  contributing  their 
services,  the  other  costs  of  bringing  the  case  to  the  Supreme 
Court  are  high,  and  funds  are  urgently  needed.  Checks  may 
be  made  out  to  Robert  Pickus,  marked  "Britt  Peter  Fund,” 
and  sent  to  1730  Grove,  Berkeley  9,  California.
